Purchase and install equipment for a Statewide digital interconnection network to replace similar services
provided by WorldCom, Inc. Currently, MPT leases this service from WorldCom for its existing (analog) signal.
WorldCom has declined to provide a similar service to MPT for its digital signal, but has estimated the annual
lease cost would be $800,000 per year if it did provide the service. This network is required by the Federal
Communications Commission (FCC) for both its analog signal and for its digital signal when MPT completes its
FCC-mandated conversion to a digital broadcasting format.
